At no time has Hitler's headquar- 
ters been closer than 10 miles be- 
hind the last line of German de- 
fence, He travels by armored train 
when German retreats force him 
farther westward, the informant 
related. 


WELL CAMOUFLAGED 

“The perfect camouflage of Hit- 
ler’s headquarters is most astonish- 
ing,” the informant continued, 

“Aviators flying over the spot 
even at low altitudes are unable to 
detect it. As high as 40 anti-air- 
craft guns were counted around 
the last location. 

“Russian aircraft have flown 
frequently over the headquarters 
without spotting it and defence 
batteries are instructed not to go 
into action unless actually at- 
tacked, 

“Air raid siielters are always at 
hand, and when Russian planes ap- 
proach there is great nervousness, 
Hitler goes into the shelter imme- 
diately.” 

Here are other details as related 
by this informant: 


SPECIAL GUARDS 

In addition to Hitler's personal 
storm-trooper bodyguard of 500 
selected men at headquarters, there 
also are special Gestapo and in- 
fantry units stationed within a 
radius of five or more miles, 

Among the Nazis, Himmler and 
Goebbels are Hitler’s most frequent 
visitors. Goering seldom has ap- 
peared in recent months. 
his own air force headquarters, 

Hitler in a typical day at head- 
quarters arises at 6 a.m., and con- 
fers with his generals two hours 
later. His relations with the 
generals have become rather cool 
and during these meetings, which 
may last for more than two hours, 
Hitler’s excited, impassioned voice 
often can be heard outside. 

After the military conference, he| 
turns to state affairs and receives 
the reports of his ministers. Even 
at the front he is interested in the

C.C.F. Leader 
Tells of Needs — 
Post-War Era 


Continued from Page One 
“We have learned from bitter ex 
perience that shocks and collapse 
in the world economy, wherever 
they may occur, become of imme 
diate concern to Canadians, Tariff 
policies established by states in 
Europe immediately affect the live 
lihood of farmers in Canada; the 
development of synthetic plastics 
in England affects the jobs of Can- 
adian loggers, 
any question that we are tied 
the world economy; the question is 
whether we shall seek to introduce 
planning into our relations with 
other countries on the basis of mu- 
tual needs, as we do in wartime, 
or whether we shall revert to the 
chaos we knew in the thirties, with 
the sure result that trade and in- 
tercourse between nations will be- 
come again a mere trickle, 

“Before the war Canada stood 
second among the nations of the 
world in the value of international 
trade per capita, and sixth in the 
actual volume of international 
trade; 
volume of tourist trade. Canada, 
too, before the war, produced huge 
surpluses of wheat, lumber and of 
certain metals. Her dependence 
on the world economy was obvious 

“Today the war has wrought im- 
mense changes, to people, institu- 
tions and ways of living, and, not 
least, Canada has changed too 
Canada has increased by several- 
fold her productive capacity in 
metals, including copper, nickel, 
zine and pig iron; and she has ex- 
panded by several-fold her output 
of machine tools, transport vehicles, 
aircraft and chemicals of all de- 
scriptions, to mention but a few 
items. 


CAPACITY INCREASES 


“In addition her aluminum capa- 
city has increased from 100 million 
pounds per year before the war to 
an estimated one billion pounds 
per year today; and new non- 
ferrous metal industries have 
sprung up in magnesium, tin, tung- 
sten, molibdonite, chrome, manga- 
nese and mercury. And meanwhile 
Canada has left behind her the 
Status of a debtor nation and has 
taken her place as a creditor na- 
tion, In short, Canada’s develop- 
ment, toward industrialization and 
urbanization, has been accelerated 
in the forcing house of war; today 
4s a newcomer to the ranks of in- 
dustrial nations, and a producer of 
countless materials for the war 
market, she is even less able than 
before the war to turn her back 
upon the world. 

“And so it is with other nations, 
India too has been freed of debt to 
Britain, These are- vital changes in 
the relationships of nations which 
will have a significant effect upon 
world economy.

Lore of Emeralds Fascinating 


/Known in Ethiopia and 


Egypt Before Time of 


King Solomon 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


The velvety emerald, the birth- | 


stone for May, is the centre of 
many lovely myths. 

Dedicated by the ancients of the 
goddess Venus, this stone was be- 


loved by Cleopatra, who owned the 
most famous emerald mines of her 


day, wore many of them, and gave 
large stones, engraved with her 
portrait, to her favorite am- 
bassadors 


It is considered the emblem of 
faith and hope, and was once re- 
garded as a charm for epilepsy. It 
was because of this superstition 
that Caesar collected the stones 
plus the fact that Romans held this 
gem in high value as a cure for 
disease of the eye. Pope John 
affirmed this, and tradition has it 
that the serpent becomes blind if 
he fixes his eve the emerald. 

Persians applied ashes of burnt 
emeralds to ulcers with cu ve 
effect, and also believed that emer- 
alds cured jaundice and other 
bodily pains. In Brazil, medical 
students on becoming doctors of 
medicine, wore rings of emeralds 


on 


as an indication that they had re- | 


ceived their diplomas. 


South American 

The handsomest emeralds come 
| from South America, where 400 
| years ago Spaniards found the peo- 
| ple in the mountains of Peru wear 
ing a king’s ransom of the gems 
in bracelets or earrings. They were 
| known long before that in Europe, 
but those from Egypt, Russia or 
the Transvaal have not the 
heavenly color of those from 
Colombia. 

Though a hard stone, the emerald 
has no toughness and fractures 
easily, therefore unusual care and 
handling must be given the gem 
In ancient times it was sacred to 
spring, and is the symbol of life 
agriculture and abundant nature.

Mental shock, nervous — strain

possibly because mental or nervous

factor to be considered is diet, 
| Starches and sugars must be con- 
tyolled as these are the foods which 
the body is having the most diffi- 
culty in using. I find it a good plan 
to start the patient off with a fast 
and the sugar in the kidney 
elimination will usually disappear 
during this fasting regimen and 
will not again appear if the patient 
will follow the dietetic instructions 
whichthe receives, 

While the patient is allowed meat 
in reasonable amounts, together 
with an abundance of those vege- 
tables containing .so small an 
amount of starch that they may 
be called “Non-Starchy”, and while 
he is given eggs, he should avoid 
starches and sugars insofar as pos- 
sible, at least in the beginning, 
When the diet is regulated in this 
way, it is often possible to keep the 
diabetic with a mild case, sugar 
free without insulin, 

Eventually the patient may be 
able to take starch more liberally, 
but this should not be undertaken 


until the kidney elimination has 
been sugar free for several weeks. 
If too many of the insulin-secret- 
ing cells have been destroyed, then 
the usual insulin treatment must 
be used; however, in many in- 
Stances, the patient. still retains 
enough of these cells so that he
